At 8 o'clock last evening the Wells­ 
ville council cham ber was packed to 
suffocation, aud the members of the 
Investigating committee, as well as 
th e principals in the unsavory affair, 
were in their scats. Attorneys Brookes 
and Wells were there to prosecute and 
defend, and each wore a look which 
developed biter into a strong effort to 
have the m atter ended as soon as pos­ 
sible, and brought forth all the knowl­ 
edge th a t the witnesses possessed. 
The evening was 
productive, 
and 
when the meeting was adjourned by 
Chairm an Everson,damaging evidence 
bad been given, Sheriff Lodge bad 
been on the stand, and the prosecu­ 
tion were ready to let th e defense bt 
gin. 
Duncan was a few minutes late, 
arid did not answer when Chairman 
Everson called his name. He appeared 
a m inute later, carrying a chair and 
looking grave. 
By th e suggestion of 
Attorney Brooker it was decided to 
take up the charges Indiscriminately, 
and have th e witnesses testify as they 
could lie found. 
Mr. Vermillion was 
called and a man of sporty appearance 
took 
the chair, 
He acknowledged

T he Information usually 
comes to th e prosecutor iu anonymous 
letters. A private citizen has a better 
opportunity to detect crime th an has 
the policeman. 
The violation of 
liquor law is always on the inside of a 
saloon, and when a policeman goes in 
there is no violation. 
But let him 
step out, and any citizen can see tin 
law violated before his eyes 
Win 
convicts when a case of keeping open 
after hours is tried? T h e citizens. 
I 
never in all my experience convicted 
a case of this kind w ithout tile testi­ 
mony of citizens. 
An officer m ust be 
discreet. 
Tile law is given bim to use 
with discretion 
Many citizens coin- 
plain. b u t say 'don't bring me Into It.’ 
Good officers preserve good order. 
I 
should warn men for certain offenses. 
Suppose some one reported a saloon 
case or a poker game, but there was no 
proof, it is th e officer's duty to warn 
these suspects to cease their lawless­ 
ness or they will be arrested.” 
“ Yes, th a t’s a good idea." remarked 
Mr. Brookes, “ It warns them and they 
can put guards o u t to warn them 
against the police when they have 
another gam e.” 
The sheriff joined in the laugh by a 
twinkle in his eye, and continued: “ If 
I knew the law was being Violated I 
would arrest the violators.
